San Jose BMW acquired an ex-factory racing 
Beemer from Butler and Smith late in 1977. 
Their intent was to go racing, learn their les- 
sons, and use the knowledge gained to provide 


better service and parts for their 
customers. Almost every part 
used on the race bike is available 
either as part of a “Handling Kit” 
or a “Performance Kit.” 


They learned their lessons well 
enough that Harry Klinzmann won the 
fall 1978 Loudon National on this 
bike. Harry placed well enough in the 
other Nationals that year to finish 
fourth in the championship. Another 
impressive finish for the team was the 
250-mile endurance race at Sears Point 
that year when Harry and David Emde 
rode the bike to first overall. Owner 
Ron Lang and service manager Chris 
Hodgson are the main people behind 
the project. 

One of the most important modifi- 
cations in the search for reliable horse- 
power is the roller tappet cam kit. The 
cases are machined to accept Harley- 
Davidson XR750 roller tappets which 
work against either Erson, Isky, or 
Crane camshafts. Smith Bros. chromoly 
pushrods act against stock rocker 
arms. Manley stainless steel valves are 
closed by Sig Erson springs and titanium 
retainers. Inlet valves are 2mm larger 
than stock and the exhausts are Imm 
smaller for improved flow. Air and 
fuel mixes in the 40mm Del Lorto 
carbs and the exhaust exits through a 
set of C.R. Axtell megaphones. 

Venolia forged slipper pistons have 
a Dykes top ring and provide a com- 
pression ratio of 12.2:1. To improve 
cornering clearance, the barrels are 
-38mm shorter than stock. To 





accommodate this, the steel Carillo 
rods are 10mm shorter than stock and 
the wrist pin placement of the pistons 
is 9mm higher than normal. The crank- 
shaft is cross-drilled for better lubri- 
cation, polished, lightened and bal- 
anced. 

Power is delivered through the Borg 
& Beck sintered bronze clutch to a 
close-ratio four speed. The stock five 
speed trans is too fragile to handle the 
increased torque. Nine different ratios 
are possible at the ring and pinion. 

As per Superbike rules, the charg- 
ing system is removed, leaving the 
bike with a total loss ignition. A Krober 
ignition designed for a 250cc Yamaha 
has been adapted, providing trouble- 
free, zero maintenance. It is a CDI 
system which fires Champion N57G 
plugs through Accel wires and plug 
caps. The two-spark plug-per-cylinder 
arrangement is reported to yield im- 
proved midrange performance. 

Although the handling of the aver- 
age BMW is quite excellent, the crew 
at San Jose BMW found many areas 
where they could improve the stability 
and tautness of the chassis. 

To improve the rigidity of the forks, 
S. J. BMW manufactures their own top 
clamps, and fork and fender braces. 
The top clamp is a machined billet of 
6061 T-6 aluminum and the “tweak 
bar” fork brace is also aluminum, The 
fender brace is made from chromoly 
tubing and TIG-welded. 

The biggest gain in chassis stability 
was attained by bracing the swingarm 
with chromoly tubing. This is necessary 
because the driveshaft and ring and 





pinion are trying to twist the swingarm 
into the shape of a pretzel. 

In between, the frame has had 
tubing installed from the swingarm 
pivot to the front downtubes. The rear 
sub-frame and shock mounts have 
been braced and the top engine mount 
is now chromoly tubing. 

Buchanan’s laced D.I.D rims to 
stock hubs using eight-gauge spokes. 
Rim sizes are WM4-18 front and 
WM6-18 rear, mounting Goodyear 
3.25x18 and 3.75x18 tires. 

Braking is accomplished in the front 
by Lockheed master cylinder and cali- 
pers acting on Kosman 1114” cast iron 
rotors. Standard rear drum is used. 
Ferodo lining is used front and rear. 
Fluid passes through stainless steel 
brake lines. 


Riding the Beemer was a very plea- 
surable experience for me and yet 
strange at the same time. The twin 
cylinder bike is very manueverable and 
light, showing itself to be superior in a 
series of esses to a four cylinder bike. 
Steering is very neutral with no tendency 
to fall into the turn or steer wide, The 
keynote to this bike would have to be 
stability. Even so, the strange part 
comes from the torque reaction of the 
driveshaft and the longitudinally placed 
engine. When blipping the throttle in 
neutral, the bike rocks back and forth 
from left to right. Once underway, the 
torque reaction is not so noticeable but 
rise and fall of the rear end is a new 
experience. When you back off the 
throttle, the rear drops, and when you 
apply throttle, the rear rises. One posi- 
tive note here is that when you lean the 
bike over and the rocker covers touch 
the pavement, extra ground clearance 
can be gained by rolling on throttle. 
Thus a technique must be mastered of 
using throttle and brakes simultaneous- 
ly through the turns, 


I rode the bike at an AFM race at 
Ontario using the backward course. 
The bike was at its biggest disadvan-

tage here because you exit the infield 
already at high speed and continue 
accelerating down the front straight- 
away. The top end speed of the modi- 
fied four cylinder bikes shows up here. 

When Harry Bresach waved the 
green flag, I released the clutch at the 
same time as the other guys but the 
superior acceleration of the fours left 
me looking at the taillights of about 
eight bikes. On the second lap, I passed 
Chuck Parme for the lead through a 
sweeping left hander in the infield. We 
raced back and forth for two laps until 
he was blackflagged because of an oil 
leak. My glory lasted for one more. lap 
until I saw the oil pressure gauge take 
a dive. Chris and Ron and I discussed 
it and agreed that we lost pressure be- 
cause the sump was half a quart low. 
Ron went out in the next race and 
rode for eight laps with no problems. 

With the continued development of 
the four cylinder bikes from Japan, no 
twin cylinder has a chance to win any- 
more at an AMA National where the 
track has a straightaway of any length. 
Next year, the AMA is trying a split 
displacement formula for Superbike 
Production with the fours getting 
750cc against the twins’ 870cc. 

One of the beauties of Superbike 
used to be the fact that so many differ- 
ent bikes and riders were capable of 
winning. 

Experimenting with a split displace- 
ment formula in the Formula 1 class at 
Daytona this year generated much 
enthusiasm because now something 
other than one brand was capable of 
running at the front. Also, split dis- 
placement formulas are not new to the 
AMA as it used to be 500cc OHV 
against 750cc flatheads. 

This reporter is looking foward with 
anticipation to next year when once 
again BMWs, Moto Guzzis, Ducatis, 
and Triumphs can be competitive with 
Hondas, Suzukis, Kawasakis, and 
Yamahas. Cd

Some call him the Typhoon - yet on some days he can't seem to work up a breeze. 
He’s been known to ride at such a pace that Bob Hannah said he was uncatchable; 
he’s also been known to pull off the track for a self-induced DNF. He’s been seen in 
the pits with a bottle of wine during the races - typical of the party-hearty 
reputation he carries. He’s had more factory rides than anyone we can think of. Se 
many, in fact, that he himself had to sit back and think about it before he could tel. 
us about them. 

He won the inaugural Superbowl of Motocross in 1972 at the age of 16. He was 
second in the 250cc National standings in 1974. He retired in 1976, came back in 
1978 and shot to second in the Supercross standings, took the USGP at Unadilla, 
New York, and claimed a third place berth in the 250cc National standings. 

He’s Marty Tripes, one of the most talked about yet unexplained motocrossers on 








the American MX scene. 


t wasn’t easy to pin Marty 

Tripes down for a chat. 
Phone calls to his home, which 
as of three months ago became 
Las Vegas, Nevada, proved fruitless. 
Letters to him through Yamaha 
remained unanswered. Tripes finally 
agreed to talk in the lounge of the 
motel he was staying in. That in itself 
was an accomplishment. Tripes was 
dealing with a bad cold and had been 
sleeping most of the day. The next day 
was the Daytona Supercross round, 
and Tripes refuses to talk to anyone on 
race day. 

“I don’t usually talk to the press. 
There’s only a couple of people I'll talk 
to. I don’t know - I just decided to give 
it a try and see how it goes this time,” 
Tripes said as he ordered a club soda 
and lime. 

Though at first seemingly uptight 
and tense, Tripes soon began to 
unload his story. Sometimes making 
eye contact and sometimes gazing into 
the distance, he quickly unwound. 

Racing for Marty Tripes has been 
like playing with building blocks. If 
one structure tumbles, you have to 
start from scratch. Tripes tumbled 
once and came off hard. It was 1976, 
the year he went into retirement. 

“I was fed up, burned out. Everyone 
was controlling my life but me. I 
needed to sort myself out. 

“When I quit I had less than 500 
bucks. I went and worked at a resort 
my sister was involved with for eight 
months.” 

Tripes had a right to be burned out. 
By that time he had ridden for Honda, 
Yamaha and Husky twice. He had 
completed five seasons of professional 








competition - he had seen highs and 
lows. 

As quickly as Tripes dropped out of 
the scene he came back in - this time 
with a factory Harley-Davidson ride. 
He liked the arrangement, but didn’t 
feel the bikes were up to the task. It 
was then, in 1978, that he signed for 
the second time with Honda. 

1978 and 1979, Tripes’ two most 
recent seasons associated with Honda, 
proved to be colorful years. He was 
Interesting to watch at an event 
because one never knew what to 
expect. Many times he would run to 
the front - but if he decided to stay 
there, drop back a few positions or 
DNF was the question. 

Internal problems with Honda 
seemed to be the cause. Tripes felt the 
bikes he had to ride weren't equal to 
the competition's. 

“Honda builds a bike for three 
years. They can’t do it! They can’t 
afford to do that. Most of the time I 
was riding a production bike, not a 
factory bike. The powerband was way 
off.” 

If the bikes were that bad, that far 
behind the times, how could Tripes 
win on them on a given day, a day 
such as July 1, 1979 when he swept 
both 250cc National motos at 
Buchanan, Michigan? 

“Td get so mad. I’d just smoke ’em 
to show ‘em. I told them why I went 
fast and I wasn’t bullshittin’ around! 

“Td rather quit racing than push 
the bike to its limits like that to win. 
My weight (now at 212) and strength 
alone kept the bike on the track. Reid 
and Wise (Tripes’ team members at 
the time) couldn't hold it down on the 
track. They'd crash.” 





Tripes claimed mechanical set- 
backs were only half the problem - 
Honda's team structure was the other. 

“Dennis McKay (racing department 
manager) tried to run the team like 
Mr. Businessman. You can’t do that. 
A bunch of backstabbing went on also. 
I'd tell Gunnar (Lindstrom, MX team 
manager) something, and by the time 
it got to the top it came out all 
different,” Tripes said. 

Things went from bad to worse with 
Tripes’ attitude following suit. Party 
time Marty was living up to his name, 
letting MX take a back seat. 
Á

“I used to drink a lot- I used to get 
drunk once or twice a week,” Marty 
related about that period with Honda. 

1979 came to a close, with Tripes 
claiming a sixth in the Supercross 
Series and a third in the 250cc 
National standings. Not bad, but for 
Marty Tripes it wasn’t good enough. It 
was time for him to change. 

“You've got four years you can really 
go fast. You can’t wait around when it 
happens. Once it’s there you've got to 
go for it. That’s why I left Honda.” 

Tripes gave his thirty day notice 
to Honda, started looking around for a 
ride, and found himself clad in yellow 
as a Yamaha team member. One 
opinion that many have is that Kenny 
Clark, Yamaha race team manager, 
may have hired Tripes as a gamble - 
just in case he got hot. 

“Why would they hire me if I was a 
gamble? He (Clark) doesn’t say 
anything directly to me, but he expects 
metowin. There’s more of a team 
effort here. There’s magic in the team. 
I can and I will win.” 

Tripes made his new Yamaha debut 
and has so far ridden the first few 
rounds of the 1980 Supercross Series, 
again putting in a hot and cold 
performance. In the Seattle 
doubleheader he charged to a third 
place finish in the final on Saturday 
but on Sunday, though he made the 
final, was out of the top 20. At the 
Oakland round he tallied seventh in 
the final. In Atlanta he didn’t make 
the final, and in Daytona he made the 
final but was again out of the top 20. 
At Houston Tripes again failed to 
make the final. 

“Im not happy with any of my 
finishes. I've been getting knocked 
down every race. Thats why I'm 
bummed. 

“I used to get drunk. Now I train - 
but nothing’s been good. Maybe I’m 
trying too hard. 

“I worked to get where I am. 
Whatever felt good, I did it, but I 
worked to get it. People are paying me 
a lot of money, JT is paying me some 
good contingencies, I want to please 
everybody. I want to be a MX racer.” 

The conversation turned to free 
time activities which led to speedboats, 
to water-skiing and to one of Tripes’ 
best friends, Bob Hannah, America’s 
premier motocross rider.

On August 18 of last year Hannah 
went into some rocks while water- 
skiing on the Colorado River in 
California. He severely broke his leg - 
severely enough that Tripes doubts 
he'll ride this year. 

Marty Tripes was the driver of the 
boat that was pulling Hannah when 
the crash occurred. Since they were 
rivals on the track, some blamed 
Tripes for crashing Hannah 
purposely. He doesn’t relate to the 











accusation in any way. 

“Some people I didn’t even know 
called my house and said I did it on 
purpose! He (Hannah) was bermin’ off 
those rocks. His girlfriend at the time 
(who was in the boat) told me he was 
too close to the rocks, so I cut out. 

“Then he bobbled and crashed. I 
saw him tumble and get up and I said 
to myself geez, he got away with this 
one, too. You know, I've seen him 
crash so hard and get up. Anyway, he 
didn’t stay up - he started floating in 
the water. Then I saw the hole in his 
leg. Soon after that his girlfriend 
passed out.” 

That hole in Hannah’s leg is still 
keeping him off the track. An 
infection set in which slowed the 
healing process and still requires more 
time. In Tripes’ opinion, though, the 
whole incident might have been for 
the better. Hannah is enjoying 
himself, taking some time to relax. 

“I think Bob needed the break - 
things were catching up with him.” 

One unique trait about Tripes’ and 
Hannah’s friendship is that motocross 
is only a small part of their ties. Both 
seem to be rather reclusive whenever 
they can. Tripes has a girlfriend, 
Beaner, and relates to Steve Wise and 
Jim Gibson, both of team Honda, but 
few others on a personal level.

Tripes quashed his reputation as a 
care-free berm basher with some deep 
thoughts on what motocross in the 
U.S. is today and what he would like it 
to become. What more of an expert on 
the subject could there be? Tripes has 
been a fixture on the National circuits 
almost since the sport's inception in 
this country. ` 

“We're a damn circus. Just look at 
what golfers make - I’m not knocking 
them - MX riders make an awful lot 
less. We'll never change unless we do 
things different. 

“One example is the mudhole at 
Daytona Supercross (which was not 
used in 1980). Its no good. That 
doesn’t make it a legitimate sport. 

“The only one who ever did 
anything for MX is Jimmy Weinert. 
He dresses well and talks well. When 
you see riders with long hair and stuff - 
it doesn’t cut it. 

“Maybe we have to run the AMA 
different. Maybe we have to have some 
Japanese come in and help run it. I'm 
very forward about things. Sometimes 
it gets me in trouble.” 

Tripes said it himself - you've got 
four years you can really go fast. What 
happens after that? 

“Tve done some slalom racing with 
my Porsche. I did real well in the 
events I entered. Maybe I'll get serious 
about that someday. Maybe a business 
in motorcycles - designing or 
something - it doesn’t have to be in 
bikes, though.” 

Mount Marty Enterprises, with the 
help of friend John Arndt, is already 
underway - Tripes’ personal business 
endeavor. He has also been involved 
with John Bassett of Bassett 
Engineering and his new water-skiing 
related products. Tripes uses all of 
Bassett’s products on the water. There 


are definitely enough coals in the fire 


to prosper. 

Keep an eye on Marty Tripes during 
the season. If you get a chance to 
watch him race, take advantage of it. 


Say Hi to him if you can. The Typhoon ` 


will be out there one more time, trying 
to make it tick. ng

Snorteland, Kehoe 
top CRC 
Dunestown GP

VALENCIA, CA, MAR. 30 

A few days before the Budweiser/ 
Yamaha Dunestown Grand Prix, 
I asked one of the California 
Racing Club officials if they were 


going to include the spectacular over- 
the-river jump. His reply? “Not unless 
every rider has a hang glider!” When I 
got to Indian Dunes Sunday morning, 
the reason for his remark was clear. 
The Santa Clarita river at the site of 
the old Viewfinders ramp was at least 
200 yards wide! Evel Knievel would 
have loved it. As a matter of fact, the 
recent record rains made the river 
impassable to bikes throughout most 
of the park, so the course was limited 
entirely to the northern side of the 
river. This certainly did not lessen the 
challenge, for CRC used both MX 
courses and every available square 
meter of the remaining land — 
including the movie sets — to present 
the riders with some tough riding. 

The start, as in all CRC Grand Prix, 
was dead engine. I was amazed that 
the minis could even move in that 
sand, much less pull the wheelies or 
accelerate the way that they did. Even 
the tiny 60cc bikes moved out smartly, 
looking like they had ridden right off 
of an HO gauge train layout. Erik 
Kehoe was out to check the track for 
his later ride in the 125cc Pro class 
and, although he was entered in the 
mini class, he was not scored with 
them. This must have been of some 
relief to the other mini riders, for 
Kehoe simply disappeared immediate- 
ly after the start and few saw him 
again until the finish. 

At the head of all the others in the 
Mini classes on lap one was William 
Surratt, who seemed determined to 
catch the flying Kehoe. Just as 





determined to catch Surratt was Jeff 
Barbacovi, riding as a Novice and 
turning in a great performance. There 
was no change in lap two, but lap 
three saw the experience of the Experts 
begin to tell and Steve Van Dusen was 
the first to slip by Barbacovi, whose 
momentum was enough to carry him 
to first in his class at the end of the 
race. Van Dusen was being pursued by 
Sam Storer- and the battle between 
those two took them both past Surratt 
by lap four. Storer eventually took first 
Expert and Van Dusen first 
Intermediate, with Surratt having to 
settle for second intermediate. 

The Pro race was next, with Open, 
250 and 125cc classes all running. 
Everyone's attention was captured by 
the fierce battle that took shape right 
at the start. Mark White, Peter 
Snorteland and Kevin Davis jumped 
into the lead and began working on 
each other like a pack of wolves with a 
single rabbit. In lap one, White had a 
very slight edge, no more than a few 
seconds, but Snorteland and Davis 
were elbow to elbow. Desert rider Tom 
Kelly was fourth by about five seconds 
at this point. 


At the start of lap four, the shadow 
Glen MX course caught White and 
DG-sponsored Snorteland grabbed 
first. Davis was also bitten and 
dropped back to within range of the 
hard-charging Kelly. White didn’t 
want to remain in second and began 
attempting to close the gap between 
himself and Snorteland. It was not to 
be, however, and the remaining two 
laps were just not enough. Davis again 
fell victim in lap five and DNF. 

Snorteland and White continued on 
to finish first and second with Kelly 
moving up to third. Back in the pack, 
Erik Kehoe took advantage of what he 
had learned about the track in his 
Mini win to handily win the 125cc 
honors. Mike Shoemaker won the 
250cc class. 

The next race had the Veterans, 
Junior/Senior, Senior and women's 
classes all running together. By the 
second lap traffic made tracking any

but the leaders impossible. And that 
first and second lap leader was Dudley 
Duncan. It looked as if the big race 
was going to be for second and third 
between Ken Ratzloff and Dan Moore, 
but as often happens, the energy of 
competition carries number two right 
on up and suddenly he’s number one. 
By lap three, Ratzloff was in first and 
stayed there, Bob Hayes had followed 
him to grab second and Moore had 
faded from sight. Duncan was forced 
to settle for third. Women’s class 
belonged to Tandy Jenkins, the day’s 
fast lady. 

The 200cc race was led and won by 
a trio of Intermediates. Gary 
Reidenbach led for two laps but was 
forced to yield in lap three to Steve 
Hutchens who took the win. Doug 
Gentry and Todd Broussard swapped 
around in third and fourth with 
Gentry remaining in third and 
Broussard slipping to sixth. 

Todd Clark had the 250cc race in 
his gas tank from the green flag and 
never looked back. As a matter of fact, 
neither did Randy Morales or Greg 
Taylor who maintained their first lap 
second and third positions through- 
out. 

The Open race was one of the more 
exciting of the day. Jim Bauer and 
Eric Graves fought toes to toes for 50 
minutes with only inches separating 
them most of the way, including the 60 
mph jump. Graves led for two laps, 
Bauer the next two and the fifth was 
up for grabs. At the wire, it was Bauer 
who dug up the extra effort and made 
it home first. 

These results like all those done the 
same day as the races are frantically 
unofficial. The fact that they even get 
done is due to the devotion and hard 
work of people like Carol Barbacovi 
and her helpers. Thanx much, Carol. 
` While I'm thanking folks, I want to 
give a stand-up round of applause to 
Gary Lamb and the Indian Dunes 
staff. I received courteous treatment 


and enthusiastic cooperation 
throughout what must have been a

Team Valley Cycle’s on-again/ 
off-again Leroy Kyger tucked his 
425cc kitted, Yamaha YZ F behind 
Davis and was looking like the Leroy of 
old. Harden came by in sixth, no 
doubt checking things out and looking 
for a spot to make his move. 

Team Valley Cycle’s “Cousin” Chris 
Howard rocketed his Yamaha YZ 
250G into the quarter litre Expert lead 
leaving, Nevada Yamaha's Troy Fitch, 
Valley Cycle teammate Kevin Gashler 
and Team Husky/Sportsman Cycle 
rider Chuck Rush to battle for runner- 
up positions. 

“Beserko” Benny Brown moved by 
Over 30 class leader Casey Folks and 
into the top ten with the 125cc Expert 
lead on his Nevada Yamaha IT- 
framed, YZ 125G-powered machine, 
only to have the seat part company 
with the bike which allowed Darryl 
Folks on the Sportsman Cycle Suzuki 
RM 125T and Yamaha-mounted 
Randy Honeycutt to assume the top 
tiddler bike positions. Various 
problems ultimately retired Brown for 
the day. 

Harden went by Kyger for second 
overall and pressured Davis 
unmercifully.

Balentine cops win 
at Badgers HS

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAR. 30 

The first loop battle between 
Bob Balentine, Ed Pierce, Jr., 
and Bruce Ogilvie ended on the 
second loop as Balentine stretched 


out well ahead of the other two and 
took the overall win. 


As usual for this time of year the 
BLM gave out permits to both the 
sheepherders and the Badgers M.C. 
for the simultaneous use of the same 
area of desert. Saturday the sponsoring 
club had a talk with the sheepherders 
about keeping their animals off the 
course, and then awakened Sunday 
morning to find three double trailer 
loads of sheep peacefully grazing on 
the start areal 

The sheperds were contacted, the 
semi rigs were recalled, and the sheep 
were moved to the other side of Hwy. 
395, but not before Dick Postma, and 
some of the other club members had 
rounded up the herd, using their 
motorized steeds, of course, and 
moved them onto the other. side of the 
pipe line road. 

There were over 350 entries, with 
numerous riders coming from Arizona 
and Las Vegas. On the start line also 
sat a young man by the name of Haruo 
Kimura from Iwata City, Kanagawa, 
Japan. He is a Yamaha factory Trials 
rider. He had ridden one previous 
desert race last year. 

The banner dropped and the 
speeding Amateurs and Experts 
headed. for the knoll where the 
standard with fluttering streamers set. 
This “bomb” directed the riders into 
the washes and ridges at the bottom of 
the mountains where the trail finally 
led down a super fast jeep road. 

Because of several factors, dust 
being the primary element, one of the 
largest pile-ups in a long time occured, 
scattering bikes and bodies everywhere.

He'd 
brake too soon on corners, take the 
roughest line, etc. Pierce caught him 
about 12 miles out and passed him, 
doing “hand stands” and other 
“exciting” things. 

By the time Ogilvie had reached the 
first railroad crossing Balentine had 
pulled into the lead. The trio were 
within twenty yards of each other. 


The Novice and Beginner start had 
been delayed because of injuries on the 
bomb run and the pile-up on the road. 


The jeep road was the scene of a 
duplicate pile-up with this group. This 
time, however, it was not as severe, nor 
were there as many riders involved. 


Balentine had the lead into the pits 
for gas with Ogilvie and Pierce not far 
behind. Ken Upp was in the fourth 
spot followed by Terry Clark (still 
riding behind a pie plate). 

First Amateur was the very 
consistent speedster, Dan Smith, in 
the fifth spot followed by Darren 
Prichett, Bill Saltzman, Mark Zoller, 
and Dan Ashcraft. 


In the llth slot was Mike Sixbery 
followed by Cliff Thomas and Rich 
Varner who were having a battle royal! 

In the next slot was Amateur Mike 
Smith, Rich Zajic, Doug Beisner, 
Chris Austin, Amateur Chris Cran- 
dall, Amateur Brett Howell, and, 
closing out the top 20, Gary Charters, 
Sr. 

Off the first loop and past the 
checkered came the Beginners, led by 
250cc rider John Decoure on a 
Yamaha, followed by C biker Dirk 
Davidow, also Yamaha-mounted, and 
Andy Courtney, making it a trio, on a 
250cc Yamaha. 

In the fourth and fifth slots were two 
more C riders, Darrell Palmer, Jr. and 
Laird Schweikart. Pie plate heavy- 
weight Ken Carlise was next followed 
by two more C’ers, Mike Mahurin and 
pie plater Dennis Popp. Pie plate 
250cc Mark Zela and Senior Open 
Emmons Brown finished out the top 
10 Beginners. Jow Jaszarowski, in the 
llth slot, earned first district Open 
Beginner honors. 


Robert Smith of the Desert Rats was 
the first Novice Trail with Dave 
Morrison of the Prospectors taking 
second Novice Trail. 

J. Pinkerton (250cc) was the first 
Beginner Veteran to take the checkered 
with Beginner Vet Open rider Fred 
Jackson right behind him.

when he is running with tires that 
everybody else has to use. He won the 
Harley-Davidson Florida dirt track 
series and again has the U.S. Army be- 
hind him. At last report, the Army was 
not short of dollars. 

Randy Goss will also be out for all 
three. Goss started slow last year in the 
West but came on strong the last half, 
So did Steve Morehead. 

Randy has replaced Steve on the 
Harley team (which is down to one 
rider) for the season. Goss twisted his 
knee in Florida but everybody swears 
that it was just a tweak, no more. 

Morehead, for the first time, may be 
a rider to reckon with early in the 
season. Steve won the San Jose mile 
last fall and is not happy about this 
one year term with Milwaukee. His 
new ride comes from Canada and is 
fast and proven. 

The big question mark is a guy 
named Jorgensen. In the past, Jorgy 
has usually taken a loss just like he 
would a win. 

It was true that both his shiny 
Norton and his bland BSA got a lot of 
attention before and after a race, but 
neither racked up many wins. 

Now Jorgy, a crowd favorite in both 
ends of California, breaks out with 
some brand new Harleys. (Will the 
crowd still love him?) 


The first time Jorgy tried a Harley, 
last fall's San Jose mile, he nearly won 
it. But he had never gone so fast and so 
far before on the mile and finished 
third. 

That's in the past now and dollars 
have not appeared to be a problem 
before for sponsor, Ron Woods. Jorgy 
may or may not be the crowd favorite 
but he may start becoming a factor in 
all three West Coast races early in the 
season. 

Honda is supposed to introduce a 
500cc twin entry with the engine setting 
sideways, or some way other than you 
see it on the showroom floor, 

If they do, it will probably go to 
rookie Jeff Haney, who beat his brains 
out last year on the mile trying to stay 
up with the fast guys on the 750cc 
twins. 

Mert Lawwill may or may not have 
one of his fast Harleys for the three 
race series. Mert has always been 
much faster on the track than off and 
time is short and he is on the Yamaha 
payroll, building 500cc singles for 
Junior Jim Filice. It would be a shame 
to leave one or two of Mert's 750s 
home in the garage when there are so 
many Experts lacking good mile equip- 
ment. 

But back to 500s, or singles for a 
line or two. On opening night at Ascot, 
an unknown Junior by the name of 
Ron Yamamoto from Spokane, WA, 
showed up there for the first time 
(never was there as a Novice) and rode 
a 465cc two-stroke Yamaha single to a 
very impressive come from behind 
heat race win over Filice and then was 
the only single of five in the Junior 
final to run with and ahead of the five 
750cc twins that made it. The 465cc 
looked a whole lot faster than any of 
the 500s. 


Back to the five for five. Kidd looked 
impressive winning Sacto last year. 
Eklund won San Jose (No. 1) by inches 
and Morehead had to go to the last lap 
to put away San Jose (No. 2). 

Springsteen won Ascot (No. 1) last 
May and Goss set a new track record 
winning Ascot (No. 2) last fall. 

If you are a died-in-the-wool Cali- 
fornia booster, then go with Eklund, 
Ricky Graham, Jorgensen and dark- 
horse Wayne Rainey on Apr. 12, May 
4, and May 10.

Graham does it 
again at Ascot HM

GARDENA, CA, APR. 4 

For the second week running 
Ricky Graham won every race he 
went out for on the half mile at 
Ascot Raceway. Graham quali- 
fied fastest at 22.57 and his heat was 
three seconds faster of the two Expert 
heats. 

Graham came off the line first in his 
heat with Ted Davidson and Bryan 
Thompson in tow. Next came Eastern- 
er Bill Crabbe, and coming fast, Steve 
Monger. Monger took Crabbe on the 
back straight and went after, and then 
past, Thompson. Graham kept the 
nice little lead he had over Davidson, 
although none of them were just motor- 
ing out there. Next came Monger, and 
as the race came to its close, Thompson 
fell behind both the Crabbe brothers, 
Bill and Bob. 

The second heat had the riders 
much tighter together. John Wincewicz, 
who looks very good this season on one 
of Harley-Davidson West's bikes, was 
away first, but a bobble in turn two 
lost him that spot to Dave Busby. John 
just left it on, and taking advantage of 
the change in Ascot’s north turn this 
year, he went high and came out flying 
side by side with Busby down the 
front straight. Close behind were Mike 
Inderbitzen and Bob Sanders. 

Busby eventually won the heat, but 
he and Wincewicz swapped the lead at 
least four times, and right to the last 
lap Inderbitzen was shuffling places 
around with them with Sanders 
hanging right in there. 

Sanders had the pole for the semi 
and did his usual number of getting 
off the line a micro-second ahead of 
everyone else, but outside starter Bryan 
Thompson, along with Bob Crabbe 
got the threesome into a pass and re- 
pass situation. Thompson finally got 
the lead but it was never fully secure, 
and on the last lap Bill Crabbe sudden- 
ly arrived with the front runners. He'd 
been working on up ‘til he got by 
Buddy Robinson for fourth place, 
then in one swoop he went from fourth 
to second. The final run down was 
Thompson, Bill Crabbe, Sanders and 
Bob Crabbe. 

The first few laps’ shakedown had 
Davidson leading, then Wincewicz 
and Graham, while Busby, Sanders 
and Monger worked for fourth. With 
Davidson still leading, Wincewicz start- 


ed leaving the door open and when he 
did it one time too many on the north 
turn, Graham was by. Right about lap 
seven Davidson’s bike started splutter- 
ing and he got to fiddling with the elec- 
trics to keep going as Graham zapped 
into the lead. 


Bill Crabbe was moving on up too 
and then fourth-place Busby got 
nailed by another rider going into turn 
two and he and his Harley parted com- 
pany. He-was safely out of the way as 
the mob came around again and 
Davidson's momentarily-healed mount 
started sounding a bit ratty again but 
he held onto second, Wincewicz had 
third and Sanders wasn’t about to let 
Inderbitzen catch up and take away 
his fourth. For a short time Bill and 
Bob Crabbe were running sixth and 
seventh but Thompson got in between 
them and broke that team up. 

Graham's bike picked up the right 
time to start stuttering, right as the 
flags came out for the last two laps, 
but even though down on power he 
wasn’t to be caught. 

Alex Jorgensen was supposed to ride 
but meticulous Ron Wood felt the new 
Harley wasn’t quite right yet, so he 
spectated. Hank Scott was there too 
but having handling problems in prac- 
tice and with the Sacramento mile 
coming next week, he wisely decided 
to cool it. 

There’s no Junior Invitational for 
Sacramento but there is for San Jose, 
and oh boy are the Juniors hot to earn 
a place in it. Ben Zakarian was off and 
running with the heat one lead, then 
Wyatt Scroggins and Jeff McDaniel on 
500cc Hondas. Those two made a race 
of it, but Danny Perkins got them both 
and took second behind Zakarian. 

The next heat was trouble plagued; 
on the first lap Jay Lewis — on a Honda 
instead of his usual Yamaha (he works 
for Suzuki) — got an assist from another 
rider and went down hard. The 
Honda set a new Ascot record for the 
highest flight and number of somer- 
saults in the air for a riderless machine. 
But the Force was with the other riders 
and it didn’t hit anyone, just paralled 
the top of the north turn fence for 
awhile. Jay got a ride in the ambulance 
and as of Sunday evening is now home 
resting, still hearing bells ringing and 
nursing a broken pinky and collarbone. 

First restart and this time Rich 
Arnaiz got off and Dennis Camp and 
Arlette Smith got tangled up on the 
south turn, so they had to do it over 
again. This time Arnaiz did as he in- 
tended and took off with first never to 
lose it, then came Emory Gray, Sal 
Hoffman and Smith. Arlette had a 
drive going and passed Hoffman for 











third but then caught her foot in turn 
two and dropped back. The heat ended 
with Arnaiz comfortably out front, 
then came Hoffman and Camp. 

Jeff Allison and Steve Dort settled 
out the next one, Dort winning it with 
Allison, his old smooth self again in 
second, then Steve Polson and in 
fourth, after taking it away from Randy 
Griffith, came Dorothy Rowe; lookin’ 
good on her new Harley. 

The looked-for race between Arlette 
Smith and Dorothy Rowe in the semi 
didn’t last long as Rowe's motor broke 
a wrist pin, leaving Arlette and Steve 
Polson to have at it. Polson took the 
lead finally and up came Dennis Camp 
and Jeff McConnell to pass Smith. 
We'll say right now though that Smith 
and Rowe are the equal of most of the 
Juniors in talent, the battle now is get- 
ting over tiredness — 10 laps on an XR 
ain't for the weak! So the direct 
transfers were Polson, Camp, McCon- 
nell and Wyatt Scroggins. 


It was Allison start to finish in the 
main with Rich Arnaiz in second 
inspite of a bit of trouble in turns 1-2 
on the start, then Ben Zakarian and 
coming fast, Danny Perkins. Perkins 
eventually took third away from 
Zakarian and went after Arnaiz, but 
Rich wasn’t making any mistakes, al- 
though the two almost collided once 
on the south turn. 


Allison strongly held onto his lead 
over the pair, then came Zakarian 
and, working busily past Steve Dort 
and Wyatt Scroggins to fifth place, 
Dennis Camp. Perkins made one more 
challenge on the outside of the north 
turn as the checkered flag came out, 
but it was no go, Arnaiz had the line 
and Danny had to settle for third. 


The red flag came out at the end of 
lap one in the Novice main as Charles 
Montgomery had fallen on the start, 
and it came out again after the restart. 
Starter Hutchins didn’t like the way 
the boys had left the line and had to 
shape 'em up again. It was Montgomery 
with the early lead but Jeff Johnson 
took it away, and along came Tommy 
Walton to drop Montgomery to third. 
Montgomery pushed hard, but 
Walton wasn't to be caught and neither 
was Johnson. Back a ways, Chuck Car- 
roll and Rob Pfetzing were having 
their own race with Pfetzing the winner.

Breker blasts

As the shadows grew across the 
Saddleback hillsides the names 
of the 15 sportsman class winners 
were tossed into a container, 





mixed around and then one name was 
drawn out. Rino Navera, the 250cc 
Junior class champ was the winner of a 
new 1980 YZ80 from Premier 
Yamaha. “Alright!” shouted an 
excited Navera, “When I first saw the 
mini I said I was gonna win it and I 
did, I can't believe it!” 

The other racers were disappointed 
but they didn’t go home empty handed 
as they collected nearly $3,500 in 
prizes donated by DG, Wheelsmith, 
Motocross Action, Meryl's Pro Wheel, 
Scott USA, Cycle News, Nippondenso, 
IRC, Bel-Ray and more. 

Earlier in the day the Pros battled 
for their share of the over $3000 purse 
with the big money being Kawasaki's 
Goat Breker. Breker won 11 of the 12 
motos he entered and easily acquired 
enough points to sweep both the 250cc 
and Open Pro classes earning more 
than $1000 in purse monies and con- 
tingencies from IRC. 

Breker’s main competition through- 
out the series came from Yamaha rider 
Pete Snorteland in the Open Pro class, 
Snorteland kept the pressure on Breker 
and finished second in the series and 
second for the day. 

In the first moto Breker powered his 
420 Uni-Trak up the start hill and into 
the lead with Candian Zoli Berenyi 
pushing his Yamaha into second. 
Snorteland followed in third ahead of 
Maico rider Val Tamietti and Trencher 
Tire-sponsored David Gerig on a 
Husky. Berenyi couldn’t hang on to

Three thousand six hundred and fifty 
three days ago, the cover of Cycle 
News showed an on-the-gas-but-out- 
of-shape Al Baker leading John 
DeSoto and the rest of the 500cc 
Senior pack at the Viewfinders GP, 
which was held at the now defunct 
Baymare Raceway. DeSoto won that 
race, but Baker was triumphant in the 
250cc event. The Open Expert race, 
better known at the time as the 
“Triumph” Expert race, went to Rick 
Shirey, who came from behind to beat 
the pack on his big British boomer. 


BSA-mounted Dave Aldana took the 
Expert main event at the weekly Ascot 
TT, besting the Harley-Davidson of 
Mark Brelsford and the Triumph of 
Skip Van Leeuwen. Triumph rider 
John Hateley won the Amateur class, 
and for the second week in a row, 
Gary Scott won the Novice event on a 
Bultaco. 


A big headline on p. 33 announced 
“Bruce Brown working on film about 
motorcycle competition.” The

Sylvain Geboers’ win in a Mar. 27

250 and 500cc GPs, with a 30-horse- 
power, 194-pound 250 and the 38- 
horsepower, 202-pound 370. 


Speedway racing made its debut at 
Lancaster's Antelope Valley Fair- 
grounds and in the Scratch Main 
Event, Rick Woods looked like a sure 
winner until a last lap crash put him 
out of contention and Steve Bast came 
up the winner. “Wild Bill” Cody was 
the victor in the Handicap Main 
Event.

To serve 
with Bagnall on the _ eight-man 
Executive Committee were Michael F. 
Bondy, Russell March, Larry Wise, 
Roxy Rockwood, E.W. Coleman, 
John Harley and Jess Thomas. 


In a Kern County Trailblazers Moto- 
cross in Bakersfield, CA, Mike 
Runyard won the 250cc and Open 
Senior races on a pair of Montesas. 
Bryar Holcomb won the 125cc Senior 
class.

Rose was the man on top of the 
moto two start with Blount tucked in 
close behind. Blount took over in a few 
laps and took it home while Rose held 
on to second over Elmer, Crawford 
and Clint Songer (Yam). 

The sportsman side of the fence saw 
a close 250cc Novice class taken by 
John Mazzacane (Kaw). In the first 
moto, Mazzacane was in third on lap 
one following Kevin McLaughlin 
(Yam) and Scott Denny.

Blakeslee shatters 
Ontario Box Stock 
record at ARRA RR

ONTARIO, CA, MAR. 30 
Champion Kawasaki's Whitney 
Blakeslee destroyed the Open 
Box Stock lap record for On- 
tario’s long course in an Ameri- 
can Racing Association race that began 
as a duel for first place with Cycle 
World's John Ulrich and ended as a 
Blakeslee walkaway. 

The fastest anybody had ever gotten 
an Open Box Stock machine around 
Ontario in the past was 2:19, a record 
Blakeslee set last year on his way to 
winning the ARRA Open Box Stock 
Championship on his incredibly-fast 
Kawasaki KZ1000 Mk II. (Blakeslee 
also won the Open Production, Open 
Four-Stroke GP and Overall ARRA 
Championships last year, riding various 
Kawasakis.) 

But at Ontario, Ulrich blasted off 
the Box Stock start in front and 
clicked off a 2:16.7 on the second lap, 
followed by a 2:17.6. By the end of the 
third lap of dragging knees and pipes 
and flying sparks, Ulrich’s Suzuki 
GS1100 was sliding noticeably in every 
turn as the tires heated up. Blackeslee 
made his move into first place when 
Ulrich got sideways in the middle of 
turn six. 

Out in front with a clear track, 
Blakeslee held the pace, cutting several 
2:16s and 2:17s as Ulrich slowed to 
consistent 2:18s in a solid second place. 
Blakeslee’s fastest lap was 2:16.2, but

he ended the race turning 2:18s with a 
secure lead. By that time Ulrich -had 
backed off to 2:19s. 

Meanwhile, Mark Redmond was 
using his Kawasaki KZ750 to establish 
a new 750cc Box Stock record as well. 
Hurtling along in the wake of the 
Ulrich/Blakeslee battle, Redmond 
caught the draft to turn at least one 
lap at 2:19, a full three seconds faster 
than the 1979 lap record of 2:22 co- 
held by Mark Shelton on a KZ650 and 
Steve Gilbert on a CB750F. 

Redmond came back to win 750cc 
Production on his box stocker. Ulrich 
won Open Production on his box- 
stock, street-tired GS1100 after 
Blakeslee’s 1100cc KZ1000 with slicks 
blew up while leading. Ulrich’s win 
was the first for a GS1100 in California. 

Jeff Karr of Motorcyclist magazine 
won 550cc Box Stock on a new Kawa- 
saki KZ550 after a race-long dice with 
Jeff Tuttobene’s Laverda 500. Although 
down on power, Tuttobene repeatedly 
stuffed it inside Karr at various places 
around the 3.19-mile course, finally 
getting beaten by his own mistake at 
the last turn on the last lap, where a 
pass attempt didn’t quite make it. 

Tuttobene was protested for rear-set 
footpegs on his Laverda, however, and 
was disqualified. 

David Emde ran away with Open 
GP cruising at 2:08 lap times, unchal- 
lenged by anyone on the track. Emde 
came back with the modified California 
Suzuki GS750 to win 750ce four-stroke 
GP, defeating Redmond’s box-stock 
Kawasaki. 

Tracy Greiger used his Kawasaki 
Superbike to win Open Cafe by a few 
yards after a race-long tussle with 
Steve Sowden, also on a Kawasaki 
Superbike. The pair turned lap times 
ranging from 2:12 to 2:15, and pulled 
well in front of Steve Gilbert's CB750F- 
based Superbike, which was suffering 
from carburetion problems. Chuck 
Parme had turned several 2:08 laps in 
practice but his Kawasaki blew up in 
an earlier race. 

Ulrich borrowed a box-stock Kawa- 
saki KZ750 to win 750cc Cafe, defeat- 
ing Charlie Hennekam, who was 
riding the Suzuki Emde used to win 
750cc four-stroke GP. This was 
Hennekam’s first race at Ontario. 
Although he has a full season of Belgian 
National Championship road racing 
and an llth place finish in a 24-hour 
Coup de Endurance race under his 
belt, Hennekam went through the new 
rider's program and ran the Beginner's 





race for practice on the unfamilar 
course, 

Hennekam won the Beginner’s race 
rather convincingly.

Sears Point (May 18) and Riverside 
(June 29) will be the other two races 
where Bates riders will be eligible for 
prizes. Kawasaki was also putting up 
some money ($150) for each class win 
in the Box Stock races (600, 750cc and 
Open). The Champion Kawasaki team 
of Costa Mesa got most of the green by 
collecting the Open Box win as KZ 
1000-mounted Lee Fleming got by 
teammate Whitney Blakeslee, while 
Mike Spencer and his KZ 550 captured 
the 431-600cc Box Stock class with a 
runaway victory. Spencer, also spon- 
sored by Champion, proved to be an 
excellent rider in the Production race 
where he beat his two teammates, rid- 
ing a KZ 650 “overbored to 717cc with 
slicks, but stock pipes.” 

The 125 and 250cc GP races were 
among the most interesting races of 
the day. Todd Brown appeard to have 
the upper hand in the 125cc race, fol- 
lowed by John Glover and Fred 
Merkel. Danny Coe, last year’s champ, 
was a distant sixth. The battle between 
Brown and Glover was intense until 
the white flag lap, where Brown crash- 
ed in turn four while leading. He was 
not hurt after his fantastic spill but 
had to give away the victory to Glover. 
Merkel was second and Coe third. 

Glen Shopher (Farm House Restaur- 
ant) had a runaway victory in the 250cc 
GP race, leading every one of the eight 
laps. Glen was followed by Dwayne 
Chung and David Emde, who retired 
halfway through the race while running 
on one cylinder. Thad Wolff, who was 
making his debut in the class, took 
third. 

Emde had no problems or contest in 
500cc/Open GP race, which he won 
quite easily, followed by the surprising 
1200cc Harley-Davidson prepared by 
Allan Sputhe and ridden by Vance 
Breese. Breese managed to hold off 
the attacks of Richard Williamson's 
TZ 750. 

Breese took the honors in the Open 
Superstreet class after a superb battle 
with Tracy Grieger (KZ 1000), who 
was also involved with Mike Spencer 
(KZ 650). After Breese took a strong 
grip on the lead, the attention focused 
on the Grieger/Spencer battle. Tracy 
took second at the finish line, leaving 
Mike third overall and first in the 
750cc Superstreet class. 


Later, Breese said that he lost his 
front brake on the first lap. “It helped 
me go faster in turn nine, but it made 
it harder to pass guys,” he added. e

Roberts, Spencer, Mamola 
lead U.S. to Transatlantic 
Trophy Match Race Victory

Kenny Roberts (Yam), Freddie Spencer (Yam) and Randy Mamola (Suz) 
teamed up to lead a Team USA rout over Team Britain in the 10th 
Annual Marlboro Transatlantic Trophy Match Race Series. It was the 
first time since 1971 that one team had racked up wins in every race of 
the six event road racing series held over the Easter Holiday. The final 
tally showed the USA with 443 points to a total of 369 for Britain. The 
overall win was the fourth for Team USA. 

Brands Hatch hosted the first two events on Good Friday, and it was 
Freddie Spencer — in his first ride anywhere outside the U.S. — who 
showed the way with resounding victories in both rounds. Solid mid- 
pack placings in both legs gave the U.S. a 32-point lead, 152-120, as the 
action moved to Mallory Park. 

Roberts, who seems to thrive at Mallory Park, could do no wrong 
and swept both events. Again it was Team USA coming out on top of 
both rounds when the scoring had been figured. Team Britain was 57 
points behind, 300 to 243. 

Roberts and Mamola came through with individual wins in the final 
two rounds at Oulton Park. The British team staved off a complete 
rout by out-scoring the Americans in the final leg. 

Roberts, Spencer and Mamola led the scoring with 92, 76 and 74 
points, respectively. Skip Aksland (Yam) tallied 57 points, John Long 
(Yam) 35, with Dale Singleton (Yam) and Rich Schlachter (Yam) scoring 
34. Wes Cooley (Yam) and David Aldana (Yam) rounded out the scoring 
with 24 and 17 points, respectively. 

Keith Huewen (Yam) was the top British scorer with 59 points. Barry 
Sheene (Yam) was the fifth highest scorer for the English riders with 
40 points.

Phil jumped 
out in front and stayed there ‘til the 
flag. 

Moto two honors went to Bellevue 
Suzuki rider Bob Buffaloe (Suz) then 
Larson came back for the moto three 
win. Not bad work. In the Open class, 
money went to “the ‘ol red head” 
Blaine Elledge (Totem Lake Husky) 
for second overall with three three’s 
and then to Larson for third overall. 

The 250cc Pro class became the ex- 
clusive property of Larson out of a 
jammed-packed line of 30.riders. Phil 
was the leader on 28 laps in the class.

In the future they promise 
a moist track or no race at all. 

Being a family club, it was only 
natural that the largest group of the 
day were Vets. Mel Hendrix had the 
holeshot followed by Leroy Francard 
in moto one and Curt McMahon was 
the early leader in the second moto 
with Francard again following. Mark 
McIntosh took a turn leading moto 
one, as did Ed Smith, but in the end 
David Warren took the checkered flag 
first in both motos. Smith took second 
overall and Don Chase was third. 


In the Old Timers, another club- 
member-dominated group, Jim Saitone 
was first around turn one with Richard 
Doble and Robert Brookins second 
and third. By the time they appeared 
back through the dust, Saitone had 
an undisputable lead, but Doble’s 
Can-Am was seriously challenged by 
Ken Kohart’s Maico. Kohart had start- 
ed back in sixth but was soon into sec- 
ond place for the duration of the moto, 


The second moto start looked like a 
replay of the first — Saitone, Doble 
and Brookins quickest off the line. 
Kohart was into third place and began 
closing on Doble by the middle of the 
second lap. He made his move past on 
lap four. Saitone stayed in front, but 
as an Expert was racing in a class by 
himself which meant Kohart was the 
winner of the Novices with Doble 
second and Brookins third. 

Division one of the 125cc Novices 
were joined by the Juniors and one Ex- 
pert. It was no surprise that Expert 
Beau Magly won both motos. Wiley 
Craig made a race of it in moto one, 
however, leading for half the race and 
looking like a winner. In the second 
moto Magly was out in front from start 
to finish. Jeff Cabral, the first Novice 
rider, finished behind Craig in moto 
one but in the second moto Cabral 
pulled in front of Craig and stayed 
there all the way. 

Randy Ellis holeshot both motos of 
division two. In the first moto, 
Lamont Fross, on a brand new Kawa- 
saki, was soon out in front and stretched 
out an enormous lead which came to a 
disastrous end when he took a bad spill. 
Fross rode to the hospital while Ellis 
rode across the finish line first chased by 
Mike May. In the second round, May 
recovered from an early moto fall to 
put on a charge which took him past 
both Dan Stewart and Ellis for the win 
and the first overall trophy. 

Eric Liddell was the undisputed win- 
ner in the Minis followed by Scott Thor- 
burn for second.

Morgenthaler 
victorious in 
Northwest M.C. 
Assn. enduro

TENINO, WA, MAR. 23 

Nearly 350 riders, including 100 
C riders, turned out for the first 
enduro of the Northwest Motor- 
cycle Association — Trail Divi- 
sion 1980 series. When it was all over, 
Ron Morgenthaler on a new Honda 
XR 200 had won first overall, Masters 
class with Don Hammer and Van 
Rhodes first team honors. Dropping 
only two points on the challenging 75- 
mile course, Morgenthaler enjoyed his 
first ride on a four-stroke. 

The course was a figure eight con- 
figuration loop type with the gas check 
back at the start/finish line. The A 
and B riders left on the first 40-mile 
loop starting at 9:01 a.m. The C riders 
then left to ride the shorter but de- 
manding second loop which the A and 
B riders would later ride on higher 
averages. Although sunny and cold on 
event day, heavy rain throughout the 
month left the course with its typical 
slippery wet clay, nearly bottomless 
mudholes and several river crossings. 

Two areas seemed to cause the most 
problems. One was a huge mudhole; 
pick the wrong line and you were well 
over tank depth. The other was an 
area on the second loop referred to as 
“the canyon” — a steep downhill into 
a creek with a steep climb up the slip- 
pery far side. 

The mudhole respected neither status 
nor talent as it captured frequent local 
overall winner Gordon Oyler. The 
course was well-timed to suit the con- 
ditions and kept riders busy to stay on 
time. Also, checks were well placed. 
The only serious complaint we heard 
from A, B and C riders alike was that 
the C course was too demanding and 
discouraging for them. 

The Roadrunners, organizers of the 
event, should be commended for 
extensive new trail-building in the area 
on the second loop. 

It was good to have our 10-event 
schedule underway to renew old friend- 
ships, see the new bikes, see who 
changed brands and to welcome new 
riders to our midst. 

Highlight of the awards presentation 
was helping celebrate the 50th birthday 
of third-place 250cc A rider Don 
Rhodes, a well-known Bultaco/Husky 
dealer.

Muirhead returns 
to MX at Jennings

JENNINGS, KS, MAR. 23 

A former KMSA great, Kip 
Muirhead, returned to motocross 
after several years’ absence and 
ran away with the win in the 
Open Junior class. 

Muirhead showed up at Jennings 
with younger brother Allen and bor- 
rowed his Suzuki to see if he still had 
it. A holeshot in the first moto and the 
subsequent win over Ed Heim, Tom 
Bohl and Mark Stevens proved that he 
did. 

In the second moto it was Marty 
Conroy that jumped into the lead and 
held it over Muirhead, Mark Bantam 
and Bohl for the first lap. Muirhead, 
suited up in jeans, plaid shirt and lace- 
up hunting boots, got past Conroy on 
the second lap and held it to the end 
for the overall. Bantam also got past 
Conroy, although it took him until the 
last lap. That gave Bantam second over- 
all. Conroy claimed third for fifth over- 
all and Stevens took fourth for third 
overall. 

The Open Senior race was won 
handily by David Emerick of Hoxie. 
He grabbed the holeshot in each moto 
and extended his lead to the checkered 
flag. Allen Muirhead slipped into the 
second place position early in both 
motos and looked good.as he kept in 
front of Larry Blecha and Kevin 
Adams. Adams finished 5-3 for third 
overall ahead of Larry Chvatal’s,4-4 
and Blecha’s 3-5. 

Vitus Meier rocketed his Yamaha 
into the lead of both 250cc Junior 
motos over Rod Steinmetz and Dean 
Howard. Although positions never 
changed in either moto, Steinmetz 
kept himself right on Meier's rear fend- 
er waiting for just one mistake. It 
never materialized. 

The most exciting racing on this 
cold, windy afternoon was in the 250cc 
Senior clash. Tom Kohl won the first 
moto on his Yamaha after taking the 
lead from Kevin Wagoner on the open- 
ing lap. Jesse Wessel moved up to 
hound Kuhl all the way to the finish 
line, but despite pulling alongside sev- 
eral times, was never able to take the 
lead away. 

Wagoner got the holeshot again in 
the second moto and styled out in 
front until the third lap. Kuhl and 
Wessel were fighting over second place 


and their battle carried each past 
Wagoner in two consecutive turns. 
Wessel challenged Kuhl for the lead 
constantly and by the fifth lap had 
managed to slip by him for the first 
time all day. Kuhl was all over Wessel 
for the last two laps and made his last 
bid for the win in the final uphill and 
turn. He pulled his Yamaha even with 
Wessel’s Maico but Wessel had the 
best line for the final turn and held 
him off by a bike length at the flag. 

Randy Johnson led 125cc Juniors 
Don Bixenman, Mike Zimmerman 
and Kurt Ross through the first couple 
of turns. Ross, on his Suzuki, then 
passed all of them in one swoop for the 
lead. He held it until just before the 
white flag when Brian Luedke passed 
after steadily moving up from a 
seventh place start. At the end of the 
first moto it was Luedke, Ross, Johnson 
and Bart Weaver. However, Weaver 
was scored an eighth for cutting a 
corner short. 

In the second moto it was Luedke all 
the way to the win. Johnson and Weaver 
held down second and third through- 


‘out the moto. Ross ran fourth and 


then fifth after suffering a bent rear 
brake pedal from clipping a tire. For 
the overalls it was Luedke, Johnson 
and Ross. 

Only two 125cc Seniors were entered, 
Mitch Rorabaugh of Hayes and Dick 
DeWester of Benkelman, NB. In the 
first moto Rorabaugh led the whole 
way with DeWester pressuring early 
on, then dropped back to give Rora- 
baugh the easy win. 

In the second moto Rorabaugh again 
led through the first turn and the two 
Suzuki riders rode very closely for the 
first lap. Near the end of the second 
lap Rorabaugh pulled out a little more 
of a lead and then cut a little too tight 
on an uphill turn and nailed some tires 
with his rear brake pedal. DeWester 
moved up on Rorabaugh’s rear fender 
as he adjusted to riding without a rear 
brake. DeWester kept the pressure on 
until the sixth lap when Rorabaugh 
opened up a bit of a lead to win the 
moto and the overall. 

In the 100s, David Green took the 
holeshot in both motos and walked 
away from second place Kevin Kriss. 
The second moto was even easier as 
Kriss experienced trouble on the back 
part of the track early in the moto and 
lost nearly a lap’s time. 

Jennings’ next race is April 20 and 
will be the second race of the Coors 
Midwest Motocross Championship.

Abernathy was awesome as he led the 
yellow bird sweep with “Killer” Carroll 
Richardson (Yam) second in both 
rounds.

Intermediate and Pro practice 
brought forth some changes as a few 
new faces to the afternoon crowd 
showed up on the starting grid, 125cc 
Intermediate action was dominated by 
a few of the new faces as Donnie McMil- 
lan ‘5uz) put his name at the head of 
the class with a 1-2 tally.

Spencer led at the drop of the 
gate in round two with Anderson slip- 
ping under “The Kid” by mid-moto to 
lead for the duration. At the end, 
Spencer was a close second as the red 
rocket ace Randy “Fluid Form” Sulli- 
van (Hon) rounded out the top three 











with a 5-3 performance. Overall it was 
Anderson, Spencer, Sullivan, Dennis 
Hawthorne (C-A), Ricky Blackwell 
(Hon) and Newman. 

Goodier (Yam) put it all together in 
Open Intermediate wars as he aced the 
competition in consecutive motos. 
Goodier was shadowed all afternoon 
by David Banton (Yam). Ken Smith 
(Yam) and James Knight (Yam) com- 
pleted the yellow bird sweep of the top 
four slot. 

The classic duel of the day took 
place in the Open Pro event as “Magic 
Monte” and “The Kid” highlighted 
the day’s racing action. Spencer and 
Anderson battled for the lead in both 
rounds as they left the field some 30 
seconds behind. In round one Ander- 
son slipped by Spencer only to stall his 
engine which allowed Spencer to slip 
back by for the duration of round one. 

In round two Anderson slipped under 
Spencer in the same way he had in 
their 250cc Pro battle. Spencer kept 
the pressure on, however. Anderson, 
with touch of “magic,” was able to 
hold on for the moto win and the over- 
all as Spencer was second, Darrell Hol- 
lingshead (Suz) third with a pair of 
fourths and John Kolbensvik (Mai) was 
fourth with a 6-3 performance. The 
Open Pro event was overshadowed by 
the high-speed getoff of Rickey Kidd 
who bit it while running fourth in round 
two, suffering a broken back and wrist. 
Heal fast, Rickey.

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Bob Hannah wins $24,000 
Off-Road Challenge

FIREBIRD LAKE, AZ, MAR. 30 

Bob Hannah, current AMA Supercross and 250cc National Motocross 
Champion, made a spectacular and startling debut in the world of 
automobile racing. Hannah, the first million dollar earner in motocross 
history, won the $24,000 Orange Crush Super Star Challenge. The 
High Desert Racing Association and Phoenix International Raceway 
run event was staged on a rough, jump-filled 1.8 mile closed course 


carved out of the Arizona desert. Hannah lead a 1-2-3 sweep for the 
Tracy Valenta/Tahoe Togs Off-Road Racing Team. 

Hannah, who was competing in his first ever off-road racing event, 
raced against some of the biggest names in the rough and tumble 
sport. Falling victim to the 22-year-old motocross champion and his 
Funco-framed Tracy Valenta/Tahoe Togs Class 1 single seater were 
Roger Mears, Brian Harber, Jerry Whelchel, Fritz Kroyer, Jom Taber, 
Marty Letner, Martin Tajra and 16 other top ranked Class 1 pilots. 
Hannah's next. major automobile appearance will be at Mickey 
Thompson’s Off-Road Gran Prix at the Los Angeles Coliseum, June 
20-21. 

The motocross star joins the ranks of ‘other famous motorcycle 
racers who have made the switch to off-road racing. Most notable 
among these are Malcolm Smith, Rolf Tibblin and Bobby Ferro. 
Hannah’s feat is all that more remarkable because of the fact that he 
had only three and one-half hours of practice in an off road racer 
before the event. Bob suffered a broken leg eight months ago, and has 
been forced to sit out the rugged and exhausting pursuit of this fourth 
AMA championship. 

Racing with a supportive brace on his leg, Hannah took the lead 

. away from teammate Brian Harber at the three-quarter mark of the 
30-minute race and was never headed on his way to the $24,000 
victory. 

Teammate Roger Mears, brother of Indianapolis 500 winner Rick 
Mears, led the race until he flipped his car at the halfway point. 
Harber took the lead at that point and held it until Hannah passed 
him. Mears dropped back to seventh following his 360° off-track 
excursion but fought his Tracy Valenta/Tahoe Togs racer back to 
second place before the finish. For Hannah, Mears and Harber it was 
a clean sweep for the Valenta team. 

The Valenta Off-Road Racing Team is the most powerful in off-road 
racing, and the addition of Bob Hannah to the ranks has not affected 
that image. Other Tracy Valenta drivers in the past have included 
Malcolm Smith, Bud Feldkamp, Boby Fero, Rick Mears, and Don and 
Doug Robertson. Tracy Valenta Off-Road Racing Team victories 
include the Mint 400, Baja 500, Baja 1000, Los Angeles Coliseum race, 
SCORE Riverside Off-Road World Championships and the Parker 400.

Big week for motorcyclists in 
the legislature 


This week promises to be a big 
one for the future of motorcy- 
cling bills in the state legislature. 
At least three bills of significance 
to the future of off-road riding will 
meet key committee tests during the 
course of the week, xX 

On Apr. 7, the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee will hear Assemblyman Larry 
Kapiloff's Assembly Bill 990. AB 990 
contains provisions to appropriate 
money from the off-highway vehicle 
fund to begin the serious planning for 
a statewide off-road vehicle trail system. 
The bill als@would appropriate money 
to reopen the area above the Auburn 
Dam site for off-road riding. This area, 
known as “Murderer’s Gulch,” has 
been a popular riding area for years, 
and since it is going to be innundated 
with water after the dam is completed, 
it makes sense to continue to allow 
bikes to use the area. 


On Tuesday, Apr. 8, the Assembly 
Resources Land Use and Energy Com- 
mittee will hear Assemblyman Bob 
Hayes present his arguments on behalf 
of Assembly Bill 2302. AB 2302 is the 
new “Sagebrush Rebellion” bill which 
Hayes is introducing, this time with 
the blessing of the Governor. Regular 
readers will remember that Hayes’ first 
bill to kick the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement out of California was approved 
unanimously by the Legislature but 
was subsequently vetoed by Governor 
Brown. This time the Governor, 
rather than face the possible embar- 
rassment of another veto override, 
gave Hayes assurances that he will ap- 
prove this measure when it reaches his 
desk. As we go to press, this agreement 
seems to still be intact. Hopefully this 
bill will pass with little or no opposition. 


On Thursday, Apr. 10, the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee will hear 
arguments by Assemblyman Gene 
Chappie on behalf of his Assembly Bill 
2111. This bill will take the off-highway 
fund away from the Department of 
Parks and Recreation and place it with 
the State Lands Division. The State 
Lands Division is more inclined to allow 
their lands to be used; as opposed to 
the Department of Parks and Recrea- 
tion, which seems to have an ingrained 
philosophy of protection and preserva- 
tion of the lands. As a result of having 
the program managed by Parks and 
Recreation, we see continual attempts 
to acquire areas ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of off-road vehicles and then be- 
come enmeshed in internal depart- 
mental controversy as to how much of 
this new land acquisition should be 
protected in a Natural Preserve. If 
Chappie’s AB 2111 is approved by the 
Legislature, more of the areas which 
are acquired for off-road vehicles will 
be used for off-road vehicles and less 
for so called “buffer zones” and pre- 
serves. 

All in all it promises to be a big week 
in the Capitol. Deepthroat will ride up 








to cover these hearings and try to sort 


out the “good guys” from the “bad 
guys.” Speaking of sorting out the 
good from the bad legislators, Assem- 
blyman Hayes informed the Deep- 
throat column that his Campaign 
Committee will attempt to produce a 
“rating” sheet on California politicians 
prior to the elections. This rating pro- 
cess is a popular tool with the environ- 
mentalists and can be equally as effec- 
tive tool for motorcyclists. CORPAC 
was set up by Hayes to help sort out 
good legislators from the bad ones and 
provide help to the ones who help us, 
and to help candidates who are out to 
unseat the ones who have opposed our 
bills consistently. 

Hayes went on to say that he would 
be placing a full page ad in this issue 
of Cycle News on behalf of CORPAC. 
The ad will be used to gain support for 
the opposition to Assemblyman Gage’s 
Assembly Bill 2914. He will also be 
requesting donations to assist in the 
work of CORPAC. Deepthroat checked 
with a tax lawyer to find out what the 
status of his contributions to CORPAC 
would be tax-wise. It seems that since 
CORPAC is a legally established cam- 
paign organization under the laws of 
California, and is established to sup- 
port candidates for elective offices, 
donations are eligible for the federal 
tax credit and the state tax exemption 
for political contributions. This means 
that my contribution of $100 ($200 if I 
were married) to CORPAC can be de- 
ducted on my state of California 
income tax return, and one half of 
that amount, up to $50 ($100 if some 
pit tootsie will marry me) qualifies as a 
straight credzt from my federal tax re- 
turn. A credit means it comes right off 
the tax-due column, or increases the 
refund-due by that amount. I don’t 
know about the rest of you, but I'd 
prefer to give that money to something 
like CORPAC and -make the IRS 
cough it back to me, than trust some 
federal bureaucracy like BLM to spend 
it wisely. It’s too bad we can’t specify 
which federal agency we would like to 
have deprived of our tax credit when 
we claim it. Anyhow, Hayes said if 
readers can’t afford to send a contri- 
bution right now, they should still 
return the-letter and try to get as many 
of their friends as possible to sign the 
letter and return them to CORPAC. 
Maybe you can fill out a pledge card 
or something and send a donation later. 

At least two clubs in northern Cali- 
fornia are taking contributions at their 
races to help Hayes get reelected. The 
idea of tacking on a 50¢ or $1 voluntary 
contribution for either Hayes or 
CORPAC seems to be catching on. 
When Hayes talks to us about political 
action, it makes sense. It works for 
other groups and they aren't even in 
the majority. We are the majority 
when it comes to users of the desert, we 
need a tool to make our voice heard. It 
takes money to build that voice, but 
once we get it; when we speak... they'll 
listen! ©

Time's almost up 


The California Desert closes in 30 
days. I know that sounds absurd; but it 
is possible, as far as desert racing and 
trail riding are concerned. You have 
until May 15 to comment to BLM on 
their plans for your desert. It is im- 
perative that you make your views and 
desires known. Unfortunately the 
volume and complexity of the Desert 
Plan draft make your task very difficult. 
Might I make a suggestion? 

1. Urge adoption of the “use alter- 
ternative” for Recreation and Mo- 
tor Vehicle Use. 

2. Try to comment in detail on how 
the various alternatives will affect 
the areas you use for riding. State 
how you want to see these areas 
managed. 

3. Urge that provisions be made in 
the final plan to guarantee the 
continuance of long-course desert 
racing. Special provisions should 
be made to maintain the routes of 
the B-to-V and Check Chase 
courses, at least. 

4. Urge that provisions be made to 
open land adjacent to utility cor- 
ridors for trail riding and racing. 

5. Make all comments in writing, 
even if you attend the plan meet- 
ings. 

If you disagree with the plan wind 
feel that its major effect will be to 
destroy desert racing and trail riding, 
then you should also: 

1. Support Bob Hayes’ land manage- 
ment proposals. Let your state 
Senator and Assemblyman know 
how you feel. 

2. Write your Congressman and Sen- 
ators. Urge them to begin an in- 
vestigation into BLM's activities 
in California. 

3. Join CORVA and support the 
Duck. These people are fighting 
hard for you and need your help.

Hi-Mountain enduro update 


As you are aware, the Special Use 
Permit for the May 11 Cal Poly Pen- 
guin’s 30th Annual Hi-Mountain En- 
duro has been appealed by the Santa 
Lucia chapter of the Sierra Club. The 
Cal Poly Penguins have withheld infor- 
mation until now, in order to gather 
more facts to present to the motor- 
cycling public. 

On Mar. 15, an official appeal was 
made by the Sierra Club to revoke the 
Special Use Permit for the Hi-Mountain 
Enduro. In support of their appeal, 
the Sierra Club was to supply the 
Forest Service with a detailed 
statement within 15 days of the appeal 
notice. This means that the detailed 
statement was due at the Forest Service 
by Mar. 31. This detailed statement 
did not reach the Forest Service until 
Apr. 2, two days after the deadline. 
Since their response did not meet the 
deadline, their appeal has been denied 
by the Forest Service. 

Since the detailed statement was not 
presented to the Forest Service during 
the appeal period, and since the appeal 
has been denied by the Forest Service, 
the Sierra Club cannot appeal the 
enduro any further through the Forest 
Service. In order for the Sierra Club to 
take any further action, they must go 
through the court system. It should be 
noted that the Sierra Club will appeal 
the permit as far as possible, and may 
then take court action if the race is not 
stopped. 

For now, the Hi-Mountain Enduro is 
going on as planned for the May 11 
date. The event could be postponed if 
the Sierra Club won some kind of 
court action against the Cal Poly Pen- 
guins. In case there is a court battle, 
the Legal Defense Task Force of Dis- 
trict 37 will supply the Cal Poly Pen- 
guins with the same lawyers that 
handled the Red Garter Enduro. Rob 
Rasor, AMA Associate Director of 
Government Relations, is also working 
with the Cal Poly Penguins and the 
Forest Service to save the Hi-Mountain 
Enduro. 


In the meantime, the Cal Poly Pen- 
guins need to gather support for their 
enduro. This support will come from 
entries received for the Hi-Mountain 
Enduro, and from letters written to 
concerned parties involved with the 
Special Use Permit. If anyone can 
afford the time, a letter supporting the 
Hi-Mountain Enduro, written to one 
of the following people, will help our 
fight against the Sierra Club.

Pro Series 
Rookies

Rookie of the Year. Sounds like an impressive title, doesn’t it? It is, but unfor- ` 


tunately there are no financial or commercial rewards for the rider who comes 
up the top first year Expert in the Winston Pro Series. Yet it is a coveted title, and 
one which is fought over with nearly as much determination as is the Grand 
National Champion title. 

Being Rookie of the Year can open doors to sponsorship fer the following sea- 
son. True, it doesn’t always work that way. But being the best in your rookie 
year is a pretty clear indication of what the future holds. 

The seventies produced David Aldana, John Hateley, Gary Scott, Scott Brels- 
ford, Hank Scott, Jay Springsteen, Steve Eklund, Garth Brow, Lance Jones and 
Scott Parker as RoY titlists. All but Brelsford are still kicking up dirt. Strangely, 
the RoY title is about the only thing that eluded Kenny Roberts in his career. 

As we enter the first season of the eighties, there appear to be many prospects 
to look at during the coming season. Yet, there are contenders and there are 
serious contenders. Separating one from another this early in the year is a 
guessing game. 

The criterion is to go with the AMA Eastern/Central/Western Regional 
Champions — Rob Crabbe, Bubba Shobert and Jeff Haney — as well as Gene 
Church and David Jones, who finished second in the Eastern and Central Re- 
gions, respectively. There are other potentially strong riders that deserve men- 
tion, but the above five proved beyond doubt that they are tough competitors. 

Looking back at last year’s crop of rookies there were a handful of strong 
competitors at the beginning. However, being strong on paper and being strong 
throughout a grueling 30 race season (23 on the dirt) is another story that takes 
more than determination. A lot of variables come into play and the first and 
foremost is M-O-N-E-Y. 

Racing to win costs plenty and if you aren’t racing to win then there is no sense 
in being there. How much does it cost? Plenty. If you were starting from scratch 
and going for Rookie of the Year honors, $30,000 would not be an excessive figure. 
Tally up what a short tracker, TT bike, miler and half miler cost and then add 
in preparation by someone who can make them potential winners. Now add in 
gas, a van, lodging, food, spare parts and incidentals and you’re ready to go. Be 
prepared to drive 40,000 miles or more. You can do it for less or you can really 
sink a bankroll into your program. After all, it’s only money. 


Ascot in Gardena, California at the 
final Winston Pro Series National of 
the year where he won the Junior 
Invitational over a strong field. “For 
some reason they say that Easterners 
aren't supposed to win at Ascot,” 
drawls the Statesboro, North Carolina 
native, ‘I didn't find it that hard.” 

“Last year I got off to a slow start 
and really didn’t get rolling until the 
middle of the season. Then I won my 
share of races including the Syracuse 
(mile) and Hamburg (half mile) 
Eastern Regional Championship 
events. It’s a long season when you run 
44 races.” Despite his slow start 
Church still finished as the fourth 
ranked Junior in the nation. 

“Sure I'd like to win Rookie of the 
Year. I think I have a good chance. It 
won't be an easy thing to do, but then 
anything that you really want never 
comes easy. Crabbe, Jones and

Scott Parker, the 1979 RoY, is a prime example of what a solid, well backed 
program with competitive machinery can do. Sure, Parker had equipment prob- 
lems during the year. Yet his program was strong enough to rebound in good 
shape at the very next event. Consequently, Parker won two Nationals and made 
the trip to the winner’s circle on three other occasions. That impressive record 
brought Parker ninth in the final Winston Pro Series Standings. Once he caught 
fire the battle over RoY was for second place. 


Could 1980 produce such a race — one for second place rather than first? 
Perhaps, but things do look a bit more evenly matched than last year. 

Statistically, the five are average. Crabbe, at 19, is the “‘old man” of the group 
with Bubba Shobert the “youngster” having turn 18 just before the Houston 
Nationals. Jeff Haney, Gene Church and David Jones are just about halfway 
through their 18th year. At 6’1” Jones is taller than most riders on the circuit. 
Haney and Shobert are average at 5’6” each while Church and Crabbe crowd 
5°10. For the girls in our readership, both Haney and Shobert say they have no 
steady girlfriend. 

Sponsorship-wise an interesting note pops up. For the first time since Rex 
Beauchamp (1972) and Scott Brelsford (’73) there are two Rookie Experts with 
full factory sponsorship: Jeff Haney and Freddie Spencer have Honda in their 
corner. More about that later. 

Houston was a rude awakening for many of the Rookie Experts, for at 
Houston — more than any other track — you must have your act together 
before you set a tire on the track in order to be in the hunt for qualifying. Even 
if you qualify, you can be sure that making the National will be no easy task. 
Freddie Spencer was the only Rookie Expert in the TT. He placed fifth and 
picked up 10 Winston Pro Series points. 

The Short Track National wasn’t much different as only Jeff Haney, Spencer’s 
Honda teammate, made the grid. Unfortunately, an accident on the first lap 
dropped him from a shot at the lead to last place. He picked up one point for his 
efforts. 

The riders are listed alphabetically with no intentional ranking involved. 
You be the judge on who has the best chance. Come September you’ll find out 
how right or wrong you were. 


about hitting the school books since he 
is a senior at Iredell High School in 
Statesboro. “It isn’t easy to race and go 
to school. I've really got to push if I 
want to graduate.” 

Church spends a lot of his free time 
working at Tilly Harley-Davidson, his 
sponsor’s shop. “Don (Tilly) has been 
helping me since 1976 so we've been 
working together a long time. I think 
that helps because he knows my style 
of riding and what needs to be done to 
do the job. In addition, Bill Burbank 
of Sure-Fire Distributing and Carlisle 
are also supporting my effort.” 


There can’t be too many riders with 
a father who owns a track. “My father 
runs Turnersburg (North Carolina) 
Speedway. I grew up racing on it. 
Even though I really love the half miles 
I'd have to say that short track is my 
strong point because I’ve been riding 
that since I was about eight.

Rob Crabbe is not afraid to talk. 
Neither is he afraid to rattle off his _ 











accomplishments and tell you that he 
is good. The Leavittown, Pennsylvania 
native was impressive last year in 
taking the Eastern Regional crown, 
back-to-back wins at Ascot and the 
overall Junior class Ohio State 
Championship on his way to a second 
place ranking nationally. 

“I felt I had a very good season last 
year and I'm looking forward to 
another one and that means winning 
Rookie of the Year. Things seem to be 
working good already. I’ve got Terry 
Knight of Knight Racing Frames 
sponsoring my Yamaha short tracker 
and my Honda 500 TT bike. 
Lancaster (Pennsylvania) Harley- 
Davidson, my sponsor last year, will 
back my 750. I feel that with the extra 
help Im getting from those people 
plus Megacycle Cams, Engine 
Dynamics, and others like Castrol, 
Diamond, and Bell that we are 
definitely in the hunt. One of my 
biggest advantages, I feel, is that Ray 
Martino is handling the tuning on my 
Yamaha and Harley while Mike 
Crowther does my Honda. They know 
what they’re doing.” 

“Realistically, it will be a tough year 
because everyone is good. The guy 
who could wreck the plans is Freddie 
Spencer because of the road races. On 
the other hand, Jeff Haney is going to 
find himself in a whole lot of trouble 
because he didn’t do that well in 
beating the restricted Junior class 
equipment last year. I can’t see him 
doing too well on the half miles let 
alone the miles unless they've got a 
secret ingredient somewhere.” 

“I'm glad to see that factories are 
beginning to take notice. I don’t have 
much money behind me and every 
cent I make goes right back into my 
bikes. It was the same last year. I'm a 
fighter, everyone knows that.” 

When not working, Crabbe likes to 
woods ride, jog and “beat the heck out 
of a punching bag.” He is close to his 
family and his brother Willie, who is a 
third year Expert. “If it wasn’t for 
my mom and dad I wouldn't have 
been able to get to where I am today. 
They are great. Willie and I try to 
work together, but sometimes he gets 
upset because I've come a long way. I 
fee] that I'm as good as he is now. He'll 
have to accept it. I’ve beaten him 
before and I can beat him again. 

“One of the biggest thrills last 
season was winning back-to-back half 
miles at Ascot. I went out there 
specifically to beat Haney ‘cause all I 
ever heard was Haney this, Haney 
that, and Haney factory Honda. Well 
he crashed in the first event and 
everyone said he'd beat me the next 
week. He didn’t. 

“1980 just could be my year.” 





Jeff Haney roared through his first 
season as a pro aboard machinery 
sponsored by Kenny Roberts Racing 








Specialties and walked away with the 


Western Regional Novice 
Championship crown. His Junior year 
was just as fruitful. After two wins at 
Ascot on a 500cc 4-stroke single he was 
signed by American Honda and 
finished the season with another 
Regional Championship title and 
ninth place among the top Juniors in 
the nation. 

This year Haney has American 
Honda fully behind him again and will 
be contesting the entire Winston Pro 
Series. Its a solid program that most 
riders envy since factory sponsorships 
are few and far between, but there is 
one slight drawback. Haney will be 
giving away 250cc to the majority of 
riders he will face on miles and half 
miles. 

“Tm going to be giving 100 percent 
to get Rookie of the Year. I think I 
have a good chance. I don’t know too 
many riders with the program I have 
in that I know where the machinery 
and money are coming from. I know 
I'll be there for every National. 

“Obviously I feel that the TTs and 
short track Nationals are my strongest 
points, but just because I have to give 
away 250cc on the miles and half 
miles, don’t count me out. I agree that 
I am at somewhat of a disadvantage, 
but I think that Honda is going to 
surprise a lot of people. Jerry Griffith, 
who built my machinery last season, 
has been working a lot on the bikes 
and I believe that we really have some 
movers. 

“There are some tracks which will 
benefit us more than others. The 
cushion type circuits could be good 
because I should be able to ride the 
500 wide open up around the rim. 
Hey, the Honda is about 100 pounds 
lighter than a Harley-Davidson 
XR750. Of course it probably has 
about half the horsepower.” 

Haney calls Seaside, California his 
home and spends a good deal of his 
free time when not. bicycle riding, 
playing racquetball, chasing girls, and 
restoring “to cherry condition” a 1969 
Corvette. “It’s a real California car.” 





Brothers don’t always help each other, 
but in David Jones case his brother 


Ronnie - who won the Houston 
Short Track National a few short 
weeks ago - is always on his side. 
“At the track each of us wants the 
other to do good. Away from racing 
we sometimes have our differences, 
but they always get straightened out.” 

Davey, as the Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma rider likes to be called, felt 
he had a good shot at the Central 
Regional Championship last year. He 
had won the Novice title, but had no 
750 to ride. Brother Ron gave him his 
‘75 Harley. He blew it up almost 
immediately. 

“I hate to say it, but the bike is still a 
basket case and it has been for almost 


a year. I’m paying the bank for it, yet I 


still don’t have the money to fix it.” 

After that mishap the brothers 
shared Ron’s’78 XR until Ron landed 
a ride which left Davey with the bike. 
“We spread things a little thin, but 
that’s the way we are. I help him and 
he helps me.” 

Would winning Rookie of the Year 
honors be a boost? “You bet,” says 


Jones. “I need to find a sponsor and I 


think that it would be a big boost to be 
able to say that I was Rookie of the 
Year. What I need right now is a 
sponsor for this season. I really don’t 
have a big bike of my own and I would 
rather not have to ride Ronnie’s bike 
and have something happen to it. 

“I think I have as good a chance as 
anyone to take the title. I’m confident 
and I’m going to give it my best shot. 
If it doesn’t come up it doesn’t come 
up. I believe that I will be able to 
make it to a majority of, if not all the 
Nationals, but I think I'll take things 
one step at a time. 

“Like Ronnie, my mom and dad are 
my biggest backers. My other backing 
comes from Bob Dennis and Delton 
Teuscher of Viper Racing. They 
prepare my short tracker and TT bike. 

“If some of the deals I have in the 
works pan out then everyone better 
watch out. I'll tell you who I watch out 
for and that is Bubba Shobert. Bubba 
has been my main competition for a 
long time and he is strong. 

“Haney has the most solid backing, 
but as far as riding a 500 against the 
750s - well, I wish him luck. That’s a 
tough road no matter how good you 
are. 

“Everyone has the potential to be 
tough, we'll just have to wait and see.” 





You'll have to travel to the Texas pan- 
handle to find last year’s AMA Cen- 
tral Regional Junior Champion Bubba 
Shobert. Shobert kicked off last year 


with wins in both the TT and 
Short Track Junior Invitational events 
at Houston and didn’t let up from 
there on. In the 36 events that Shobert 
rode he won 12 and sat in winner's 
circles a total of 21 times. His win in 
the San Jose Junior Invitational Mile in 
September was the highlight of his 
season. 

They don’t have too many TT 
events in Texas-or in the Eastern and 
Central Regions, yet Shobert figures 
TT riding is one of his strengths. “I 
MX for practice and have for a long 
time. I figure that gives me an edge 
over the others. The miles ought to be 


. another strong point for me since I 


only weigh 120 pounds. Light is right 
when every horsepower counts. 

“Tve got a strong program for all 
the Nationals with 250 and 500cc 
Yamahas for the short tracks and TT 
and a pair of Harley-Davidson 
XR750s. I figure that is as strong or 





running for the title. The strength of 
my program and my equipment is my 
biggest asset. Hi-Point Racing 
Products, Castrol, Scott Machine and 
Stovall's Yamaha and Performance 
are my sponsors. My dad built my 
bikes and maintains them along with 
help from Don Scott and Dennis 
Bruster.” 

Can anyone give Shobert a run for 
the money? “I think we're forgetting 
about one rider. If Freddie Spencer 
gets to ride all the Formula One events 
at the road race Nationals it could be a 
race for second place ‘cause Freddie is 
very mean on the pavement. He’s also 
no slouch on the dirt either, 
considering what he did in the 
(Houston) TT by finishing fifth. 

“It'll be a good year. Im looking 
forward to it and you can bet that I'm 
going for it.” 


Freddie Spencer tops the list of the 
other candidates in a position to make 
a run for Rookie of the Year. Some see 
him as the strongest threat to the title 
and there is no denying that, if he 
rides in all the Formula One Winston 
Pro Series Nationals. “If my plans 
work out and I ride all the Formula 
One events,” says Spencer, “then I 
believe a spot in the top ten is really in 
reach. I doubt I'll do anymore dirt 
track, but if Honda wants me to it's 
alright.” 


Erv Kanemoto prepared a Yamaha 
TZ750 for Spencer at Daytona and 
perhaps for the rest of the road race 
Nationals. It all hinges on Honda's 
plans to run in the Formula One class 
at all Nationals, in addition to his 
Superbike commitment to Honda, 
Spencer has. plans to compete in 
selected international events in Europe 
during the season. 


Tim Mertens rushed his way right 
to the top of the final Junior class 
pone standings nationally last season 

y being consistent in the short track 
programs at Santa Fe and adding 
points on his 750 also. He finished 
third in the Central Regional 
Championship. The Belleville, 
(Illinois) Honda sponsored rider wants 
to make things tough for everyone and 
is planning on making every National. 
His arsenal includes a pair of Harley 
XR750s, plus a Honda TT bike and 
Yamaha short tracker. 


Two famous names are on the 
Rookie Expert list this year: Ricky 
Resweber, son of four-time AMA 
Grand National Champion Carroll 
Resweber and Chuck Springsteen, 
younger brother of three-time champ 
Jay Springsteen. 

“Tm going to hit all the Nationals,” 
says Ricky. “Carroll will tune the bikes 
for me and I've got a lot of support 
from my mom and stepdad. The 
whole family is behind me.” 

Chuck Springsteen is riding under 
the Klotz-Wiseco banner for 1980 and 
will be aboard machinery built and 
tuned by Tommy Cummings of 
Cummings Harley-Davidson in Flint, 
Michigan. 

Others of note are Noot Irvin, Joey 
Cerciello, Tom McCullough and Jeff 
Celorie. 

Irvin, a quiet and easy going rider 
from South Carolina will be aboard 
Tilly Harley-Davidson equipment and 
will team with Gene Church. 

Cerciello will be looking to make a 
dent in Harley-Davidson’s armor 
aboard a pair of Triumphs prepared 


by Jess O’Brien of O’Brien 
Flowmetrics. 
McCullough and Celorie will 


probably not contest all the Nationals 
and instead spend their time in the 
Northwest fighting a battle for Expert

How Brad Lackey and his trainer, Dean Miller, got together during the winter of 1978-79 is, 
in itself, a story. Brad had returned from the GP wars with a bum ankle. After a couple of 
months the ankle was still swollen. So he put out the word that he was looking for a trainer 


for some repair work. 


Dean heard about it and went to the 
Sears Point Trans-AMA race to track 
him down. Naturally, Dean didn’t 
have a pit pass and didn’t even know 
what Brad looked like. But with much 
hollering, shouting and pointing they 
were able to make a date to get together. 
The ankle responded quickly to Dean's 
treatment and then Brad expressed an 
interest in increasing his upper body 
strength and endurance. 

Dean explains what happened next: 

“Originally, it was a throw-together 
program. I had Brad come in and 
work out with the football players. We 
weren't too specific at first as far as the 
needs of a motocrosser. My background 
was with football and the Bruce Jenner 
conditioning approach. 

“I never saw Brad race until Carlsbad 
last year. There I wanted a test of how 
tough Brad was in the last few minutes 
of a moto. Three laps from the end he 
was six seconds ahead of Mikkola. We 
told him to pick up the pace. He im- 
mediately added five seconds. It may 
have looked like Heikki was slowing 
down, but Brad actually was speeding 
up. 
“The next week in Canada, Graham 


Noyce jumped out in the lead on a 
very dusty, hot track. Brad had a bad 
start and finished fourth, which was 
tremendous. Brad had to work all day 
because of bad starts and riding 
through the dust. Afterward Brad was 
bouncing around in the pits while 
Noyce had his feet in cold water and 
couldn’t move. And he had had the 
easier day because he had been riding 
up front. No one was in better condition 
than Brad was. The entire year might 
have been different if the first moto at 
Carlsbad hadn't been blackflagged. 
Several riders, from Wolsink to Noyce, 
approached me wanting information. 
Noyce wanted to work out after his 
knee surgery. I told him I wasn’t inter- 
ested because of a conflict of interest 
since I work with Brad. 

“I know the specifics of the sport 
now as well as the demands. We took 
videotapes and studied the action on 
the body, the body mechanics. Every- 
one is convinced Brad was in better 
condition than anyone else last year. 
The way he was able to come from the 
back and finish on top, that’s total 
body involvement, not just cardiovas- 
cular proficiency. 


“I checked Brad when he got back 
last summer to see what he lost using 
just his lightweight maintenance pro- 
gram overseas, with no heavyweight 
training. He had lost about 10% in 
strength and about 15-20% in the 
power areas. He did maintain his car- 
diovascular proficiency because he does 
a lot of running. 


“We're going to do some cardiovas- 
cular monitoring on the bike so that at 
various levels we can simulate where 
his heart rate is at various stages of a 
moto. In that way his workout will cor- 
relate with what happens on the bike. 
So we'll be very specific. Everybody 
knows you need cardiovascular endur- 
ance for motocross and they run differ- 
ent mileage. That’s fine, but what's 
enough or too much? We'll be looking 
into that and what kind of running is 
best for motocross.” 


Miller's work with Lackey opened 
the door for him in professional moto- 
cross. “Last year I did some work for 
Suzuki with Darrell Shultz and his 
knee. I've talked with Mark Blackwell 
about getting a full time program 
going for Suzuki. They didn’t feel they 





were ready for that, but they decided 
they wanted to do a kind of advisory 
program where we physically broke 
down each rider and put them on a 
basic program. We analyzed their 
strengths and weaknesses, their diet 
and old conditioning programs. I can’t 
go into specifics because it’s confi- 
dential information. I will consult 
with Suzuki during the year if they 
have specific questions. I would de- 
finitely say that if Suzuki takes the 
information we offered them and 
follow it carefully they should do very 
well. Of course, they did well last year, 
winning two championships. They're 
on winning ways. 

“Kawasaki called last summer and 
said they were having problems with 
Jeff Ward racing well for 35 or 40 
minutes and then getting tired at the 
end of the moto. What he needed was 
some polishing in the area of muscular 
endurance primarily. In the upper 
arms area he was probably the weakest 
motocrosser I'd ever tested at that point. 
I've found most motocross riders are 
weak in the area of muscular endur- 
ance. Brad was an exception, primarily 
because of his earlier workouts with 





lightweight dumbbells and the endur- 
ance work he had done with the Swedish 
programs. He was lower at the strength 
level, but we increased that. But most 
American riders have been relatively 
weak in the upper arm area. 


“I worked with Jeff during July and 
did some other work with Kawasaki off 
and on with injuries. Rehabilitation 
conditioning.” 

A highlight of Dean’s year was the 
performance of two of his “boys” in a 
Cycle Magazine-organized test of eight 
professional motocrossers by the 
National Athletic Health Institute. 
“When Brad took that test he had 
been off training for over a month. Yet 
he beat everybody so convincingly ac- 
cording to the standards set by the 
testers. And Jeff Ward finishing second 
to Brad was really good as far as I’m 
concerned, considering the quality of 
the athletes they had there. If the In- 
stitute had tested endurance as well as 
strength I think Brad would have won 
even more impressively. 

“This year I know where Brad was 
weak. So we have the edge as we refine 
the program and make it more specific 
to the needs of motocross. I've done 
some bio-mechanical studies of how 
the legs work as they apply to what 
happens on a motorcycle. This will let 
us refine the exercises that simulate this 
work. I expect there will be less gross 
weight training replaced by more 
specific intensity training. We'll also 
get further into nutritional breakdown, 
analyzing foods, fluid consumption, 
caloric intake, energy requirements and 
the variation of vitamin supplementa- 
tion according to the demands of com- 
petition. Some of this information might 
prevent what happened to Mike Bell 
last summer at Carlsbad.” 

Dean now has a second motocrosser 
under his full time supervision. “I am 
working with Donnie Cantaloupi, who 
finished fifth in the 125cc class last 
year. He's a friend of Brad’s. He’s 
coming up three days a week to work 
out. Right now we're getting his knee 
back in shape after surgery. I think I 
can groom and refine the talents Don- 
nie has so that his skills as a rider will 
really show. He'll also be doing Super- 
cross this year and needs some experi- 
ence there. We're approaching his train- 
ing for Supercross differently. It will 
be more intensified. A lot of the riders 
feel it’s only 20 minutes and concentrate 
on training for the Nationals. But Don- 
nie will be training specifically for 
Supercross at first so his program is 
different from Brad’s. 

“What’s interesting is how the infor- 
mation we gathered last year speeded 
up this year’s program. Last year Brad 
showed a 25% increase in the first two 
weeks. With this new modified program 
Donnie is up 45% in the first two weeks. 
This backs up my opinion that we can 
get better results by shortening the 
program but make making it more 
specific to the needs of motocross. How 
Donnie does this year will be the U.S. 
test of the entire package. No one else 
in the States is going to have what 
Donnie and Brad have.” 

Another northern California, name 
of Kenny Roberts, became acquainted 
with Dean's work through Brad and 
began training with him to prepare for 
the Winston Pro Series openers in 
Houston. Miller is busy developing a 
program aimed at the specific needs of 
the road racer/flat tracker for the two 
time world champion. 

Miller’s involvement with Lackey this 
year will be more intense than in 1979. 
After Brad returned from Japan where 
he tested his new GP bike, he invited 
Dean to join him on the continent to 
provide daily training supervision. If 
Brad brings home that world champion- 
ship this year it can only further im- 
press the professional motocross com- 
munity of the importance of regularly 
supervised training.

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The following information is ex- 
cerpted from Brad’s book — Mo- 
tocross: Techniques, Training 
and Tactics, available from Ka- 
wasaki and Moto-X Fox dealers. The 
program is broken into four major 
training areas: 

(1) CV's (cardiovasular). 

(2) Strength (gorillas). 

(3) Power (super sets). 

(4) Powerdowns. 

Each portion of the program con- 
centrates on using a different percentage 
of an athlete's maximum weight lifting 
capability (one repetition) for a num- 
ber of repetitions. Exercise speeds vary 
from slow to normal to fast. 

Here's a guideline for the percentages 
of the one-repetition maximum capa- 
bility used for each training area: 

(1) CV’s — 35 to 40%. 

(2) Strength — 40 to 50%. 

(3) Power — 60 to 75%. 

(4) Powerdowns — begin at 100% 

and decrease by equal increments. 

Cardiovascular: The emphasis is on 
maximum effort for a brief period of 
time to exercise and stimulate the car- 
diovascular system. The objective is in- 
creasing the athlete’s blood (and oxy- 
gen) delivery to the muscles. The train- 
ing also increases his ability to recover 
quickly after hard exertion. 


The weight resistance used for each 
station should be 35 to 40% of the 
athlete’s maximum capability for one 
repetition. Twenty seconds are spent 
at each station: Three laps around the 
circuit is the norm. 

The exercises used for CV’s are: 

(1) Curl. 

(2) Military press, 

(3) Bench press. 

(4) Sit-ups. 

(5) Knee extensions (for quadricepts). 

(6) Pull-ups (for lats). 

Strength. The objective of the

The National Athletic Health 
Institute testing referred to in this 
article was organized by Dave 
Hawkins of Cycle Magazine for 
a story that appeared in the February, 
1980 issue. The NAHI is a non-profit 
sports medicine research organization 
that was formed by two of the nation’s 
most prominent sports doctors, Dr. 
Robert Kerlan and Dr. Frank Jobe. 
The specialists at the institute really 
didn’t know what to expect of the group 
of motocrossers. One physiologist, look- 
ing at Brad Lackey, offered the opinion 
that he definitely was not a world com- 
petitor. Of course Brad has already 
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lete can handle for one maximum ef- 
fort. The weight resistance used is 40 
to 50% of the one-rep maximum. 

The purpose of the CV’s that precede 
these strength exercises, or gorillas as 
Dean calls them, is to get more blood 
pumping from the rapid exertion, Then 
the increased blood (and oxygen) sup- 
ply can be used to advantage during 
the strength portion of the program. 
Three laps around the stations is the 
norm. 

A slow count, one-two-three, should 
be used for both the contractions and 
extensions. The elapsed time for each 
repetition is six seconds, counting once 
a second. Five or six repetitions are 
used. 

Killer gorillas up the slow, count to 
five seconds for both contraction and 
extension, thus increasing elapsed time 
for each repetition to 10 seconds. 

There are several variations possible 
with the training, utilizing both the six- 
second and 10-second gorillas. One vari- 
ation is combining gorillas with CV’s. 
For example: six gorillas, then five fast 
reps, followed by a couple more gorilla 
reps. 

The purpose of gorilla training is 
producing as steady as possible an ex- 
ertion from full extension to full con- 
traction and back again without stop- 
ping at a rest point. This continually 
alternates maximum effort of both the 
positive and negative aspects of weight 
resistance training. Most standard ex- 
ercises fail to equally test positive and 
negative aspects. 

Positive exercise is concentric, It 
shortens an exercised muscle from full 
extension to full flexion (contraction). 
An example is the bicep in the first 
half of the standard curl exercise. 

Negative exercise is eccentric. It is 
the lengthening portion of the muscle 
work, from flexion (contraction) to ex- 
tension. Again, an example, the exten- 
sion of the bicep during the second 
half of a curl. 


proven that he is just that on the track. 
Still, previous testing with a few other 
motocrossers had left the staff with 
their doubts about the physical capa- 
bilities of the group. 

The test group, in addition to Lackey, 
included Broc Glover, Kent Howerton, 
Jimmy Ellis, Brian Myerscough, Jeff 
Ward, Warren Reid, Mike Bell and 
local pro Chris Heisser. 

The first and most significant test 
was the treadmill. The riders kept go- 
ing against increasing resistance until 
they were literally ready to drop. Lackey 
lastest the longest, posting a time several 
minutes in excess of the average for 
professional football players. 








Thee 
weight program 


Normal weight training, unlike goril- 
la training, uses a strenuous initial ef- 
fort (or jerk) followed by reduced re- 
sistance as the weight is swung to a rest 
point. Then gravity generally helps the 
return of the weight to the starting 
point. With the gorilla technique the 
muscle groups are forced to work 
smoothly and continuously, both 
positively and negatively. 


Power. The objective of the power 
portion of the program is to increase 
the athlete's ability to move a large re- 
sistance quickly. The weight resistance 
used is 60 to 75% of the exerciser's 
one-rep maximum. With these super-set 
exercises two partners pair off and al- 
ternate at each exercise station until 
they each complete three sets of 10 
repetitions. Then they move on to the 
next station. The weight resistance of 
60 to 75% generally works out so that 
10 repetitions is the exerciser’s limit, 
the point at which he reaches a tempo- 
ary failure. 

Some additional stations added for 
power are: 

(1) Leg presses. 

(2) Shoulder shrugs. 

(3) Wings. 

A variation sometimes used with 
these super-sets calls for inserting one 
slow gorilla repetition after the first 
five power repetitions. Sometimes all 
three approaches — rapid CV, slow 
gorilla and steady power — are used in 
combination. 

One generally accepted principle of 
weight training is that it is the last few 
repetitions, when the body wants to 
quit and the mind must will it to con- 
tinue, that produce the muscular 
growth the athlete is seeking. So try to 
add one more repetition and then just 
one more at the end of each power 
exercise. 

Powerdowns. The objective of the 
powerdown portion of the training 
program is to increase muscular en-

Three tests were used for upper 
body strength. Brad was best in the 
bench press and curls and finished 
second to Mike Bell in shoulder presses. 

Lackey pressed the most gross weight 
with his legs while Jeff Ward pressed the 
largest multiple of body weight. A 
second leg Cybex test saw Mike Bell 
come out on top. 

Jimmy Ellis proved to be the most 
flexible of the group in two tests. 


Abdominal endurance was measured 
by bent knee situps on a slant board. 
Broc Glover and Brad Lackey tied for 
best performance. 


Lackey also topped the overall hand 














durance. This is done by increasing 
repetitions while decreasing weight 
resistance by increments. 

The initial resistance is set just above 
the exerciser’s one-rep max. In effect, 
the training begins with a no-rep effort 
or failure. 

Resistance is then reduced by even 
increments. This allows the repetitions 
to increase with each new reduced re- 
sistance effort. The weight reduction 
continues until the athlete is doing 40 
repetitions.

The foregoing information relates 
to the program Dean developed for 
Brad during the winter of 1978-79. As 
mentioned, the past year’s measure- 
ments and input have suggested re- 
finements with the emphasis on de- 
veloping specific exercises more direct- 
ly related to motocross. Just as a fac- 
tory is reluctant to a talk about their 
latest prototype bike, Brad and Dean 
aren't making that information public 
at this time. But as with developing 
a bike, what they’re learning this year 

will become a part of the package next 
year. 

A run of five to six miles every week- 
day has been a part of Brad’s program 
for years. In the past he has used a 
daily lightweight “maintenance” pro- 
gram during the season. However this 
year, going all out for the champion- 
ship, Brad will have Miller with him to 
fine tune his daily training. This in- 
creased exposure to world circuit rac- 
ing should enable Dean to refine the 
program even more. 

So while the mechanical engineers 
continue to improve and redesign rac- 
ing motorcycles, we are simultaneously 
seeing that physical “engineers” are and 
will most likely continue to play an in- 
creasing role in helping to decide who 
the winners will be. 






grip strength test, edging Kent Hower- 
ton. 

A weighted scoring system was de- 
veloped to determine who “won” the 
testing. Out of a possible 300 points 
for a perfect score the leaders were: 
Brad Lackey (225), Jeff Ward (201.5), 
Mike Bell (197.5), Chris Heisser (161) 
and Broc Glover (157.5). 

The nine motocrossers tested came 
up with higher average scores in each 
category than any of the other group 
of professional athletes tested by the 
institute. The staff, needless to say, 
was impressed. With results like that, 
the old claim that motocross is the 
second most demanding sport may 
have to be revised — upward. o 
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For the second week in 
a row, Team Suzuki riders rolled 
over the competition in the 
AMA MX Nationals.
